Lacombe Loses Oldtimer 
By Death of Mrs. Cannon 


Word has been received from Al-, 
monte, Ont., of the death of Mrs. A, 
C. Cannon, a well-known and high- 
ly esteemed oldtimer of the Lacombe 
district. 

- The late Mrs. Cannon, who was 73 
years of age, was born in Antwerp, 
New York. She came with her hus- 
band from Park City, Utah, in the 
early early days and homesteaded 
near Lacombe, on the farm now 
owned by Mr. Tom Alexander. La- 
ter .the family moved to Almonte, 
Ont., for some years, but returned to 
Alberta and made their home on a 
farm north-west of Lacombe. They 
lived here until a few years. ago, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Cannon again 
moved to Almonte where they have 
been residing on the old home farm. 

Mrs. Cannon had been visiting re- 
latives. in Gouverneur, New York, 
when she took ill suddeniy and was 
taken to hospital where she passed 
away on Saturday, Oct. 26. Her two 
daughters, Miss Jean Cannon and 
Mrs, William Brodersen, who had 
been visiting their parents, were

with their mother in her last illness. 

She leaves to mourn her loss her 
husband and three daughters, Miss 
Jean Cannon of Vancouver, Miss Do- 
ra Cannon of Almonte, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Brodersen of Leedale, Alta., 
also ten grandchildren. Two broth- 
ers and two sisters, all living in New 
York state, also survive her. Her 
only son, Gilbert, Cannon, predeceas- 
ed her in 1933. Much sympathy is be- 
ing expressed in the community for 
the breaved family. 

The funeral services were held in 
Almonte, Ont., on Monday, Oct. 28th. 
Many beautiful flowers testified to 
the high regard in which the deceas- 
ed was held in the community. One 
of the pall-bearers, Mr..

EDMONTON, Nov. 6—The Alberta 


government has been spending 
much of its time since taking office 
in making changes in the various 
departments of the civil service that 
will forward the consolidation and 
reduction of overhead costs which 
it deems needful before the provin- 
cial budget can be balanced. Dis- 
missals of several heads of depart- 
ments has marked this phase of the 
work of the administration. .Prem- 
ier Aberhart has indicated that this, 
feature of the reorganization plans 
is not a pleasure, but it is a neces- 
sity. f 

In one or two cases appointments: 
have been made, bul in some cases 
the branches of government have 
been mrerged with others necvessitat- 
ing the dropping of some officials. 
It is a disagreeable part of the un- 
dertaking, but patience and _ confi- 
dence that it is all being done. for 
the people’s good is urged by the 
ministers. 

Reorganization of the insurance 
branch, which comes under the de- 
partment of Hon, E. Manning, pro- 
vincial secretary, necessitated the 
dismissal of Henry Brace, superin- 
tendent of insurance and provincial 
fire commissioner .It was announc- 
ed by Premier Aberhart that the 
government is considering a plan 
to carry its own insurance on _ its 
buildings. The insurance charges 
are much too high for the type of 
building, the premier. said, It is 
proposed to lay aside part of the 
money paid on insurance each year 
in a fund which will thus be grad- 
ually increased until it’ is able to 
carry all the government’s insurance 
risks. This will be a big saving to 
the province. The sum paid for in- 
surance now is $45,000. 


Of interest'to country points was 
the announcement this week that 
12 district agriculturists appointed 
in April last by the late U.S.A, gov- 
ernment, will be dismissed. There 
was no provision made in the esti- 
mate for the payment of these 
agents and to continue’ their ser- 
vices would mean a deficit of be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000 for the 
year, the premier explained. This 
sum would include the cost of cars 
which were bought for these men to 
enable them to carry on their activ- 
ilies, 

When asked how the work would 
be carried on, Premier Aberhart 
said, “Theré will be sufficient staff 
left to carry on. Of course there 
will have to be some reorganiza- 
tion.” 

The work of district agricultur- 
ists under the department of agri- 
culture has been confined very 
largely to promoting successful 
farming in various districts, 

The premier intimated that simi- 
lar appointments have been made in 
other departments and the govern- 
ment is looking into the matter. So 
that there may be other dismissals. 


A charge ia the public press made 
by W. R/ Howson, K.C., M.L.A., Lib- 
eral leader, that Premier Aberhart 
is side stepping from his promise to, 
establish Social Credit and.pay bas- 
ie dividends brought a reply from 
Premier Aberhart this week. Mr, 
Howson said: “Premier Aberhart 
has no intention of ever giving a 
basic dividend of $25 a month to 
each resident in Alberta, Why does 
he not tell people the truth?” 

Yo this Mr: Aberhart replied: 
“The government is more anxious 
than ever to get going as soon as

country points as well as the urban 
districts, was the announcement by 
the premier that bad road conditions 
and the delapidated condition of the 
road clearing machinery in posses- 
sion of the government will make it 
impossible for the government to 
clear the snow of the highways be- 
yond points reached last year. Main 
trunk highways will be kept open 
but some of the other less travelled 
roads cannot be kept clear. 

The premier said that the equip- 
ment has been working since the 
recent snow fall on 24-hour shifts 
and it cannot stand up against that 
‘strain. “Ht isbadty run dow ‘0 
purchase of any new equipment in 
the way of plows and trucks seems 
to have been made for at least five 
years.” 

An announcement by the govern- 
ment that it was planning to abolish 
all liquor advertising in newspap- 
ers in the province brought protests 
from publishers of weekly news- 
papers and a delegation of publish- 
ers, headed by H. G. McCrae, of the 
Hanna Herald, president of the Al- 
berta Weekly. Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association, waited on the prem- 
ier during the week and urged a 
delay in putting the ruling into 
effect be granted. It was pointed 
out that many of the weekly papers 
would suffer to the point of serious 
losses by the ban on liquor advertis- 
ing. 

Earlier, in- the week the premier 
had stated that $75,000 a week is be- 
ing expended on this advertising 
by the brewers and distillers and 
that this was, he considered, a 
wasteful expenditure. The govern- 
ment hopes to inérease the reyenue 
by $300,000 from the Liquor branch 
and this cost of advertising would 
enable the firms producing the 
liquors and heer to meet increases 
in prices without making them too 
high for ihe consumer. 

Mr. Aberhart promised the dele- 
gation of newspapermen thut the 
abolishment of liquor advertising 
will be postponed for two months 
at least. This ,will give the liquor 
firms a chance! to advertise the 
“Christmas cheer” in the weekly 
papers as well as the dailies before 
it has to be cut out.

Statutory Holiday | 
Monday, Nov. 11 | 


OTTAWA, Nov. 5. Remembrance 
Day, November 11, is a stalutary 
holiday throughout ‘Canada, but 
there is no Dominion law which ’ 
ealls for compulsory closing of 
factories and stores. General pub- 
lic recognition, though, usually is 
giveg to all holidays prescribed 
by Dominion statute. 

The ruling of the secretary of 
state department states: 

_ Chapter four of the acts of the 
Parliament of Canada, 1931, pro- 
vides that throughout Canada in 
each and every year November 
11 shall be a holiday, and shall be 
kept and observed as such under 
the name of Remembrance Day. 
Remembrance Day is therefore a 
Statutory holiday the same as Sun- 
day, Christmas Day, New Year’s 
Day or Labor Day. Under the stat- 
utes of the Dominion and of the 
provinces, Sunday is the-only day 
which is compulsorily observed by 
the closing of factories and stores. 
Nevertheless, throughout... Canada 
general public recognition is ‘us- 
ually given to all holidays which 
are prescribed by the statutes of 
Canada.

Using Different Principle 


Energy Of Sea Will Propel New 
German Liner a 
Resembling a ferocious monster of 
the deep, an ocean liner is being de- 
signed in Germany to make use of 
the sea’s unlimited energy as a pro- 
pelling medium. 

The ship will have an: opening in 
its bow that will give it the appear- 
ance of a giant whale swimming over 
the water with its jaws ready to 
devour anything in its path. This 
opening will gather up the ocean 
waves and pass them through the 
ship. The water will be ejected by 
means of spouts along the sides of 
the liner. The water, forced out un- 
der pressure, is expected to drive the 
ship forward at great speed. As a 
result the expense of operating a 
liner is expected to be reduced, says 
“Modern Mechanix.” 

Within the mouth of the ship will 
be an observation platform and a row 
of windows, through which pas- 
sengers may watch the waves surg- 
ing into the hold. The unusual liner 
will be streamlined to increase its 
speed, . 

R. J. May, an engineer of Pirna, 
Germany, conceived the idea for the 
novel ship. He plans to install a 
large suction pump at the rear of the 
liner’s mouth. This will draw up the 
water and force it under great pres- 
sure through pipes to the spouts 
along the sides. The electric motor 
driving the fan will be powered by 
a Diesel engine. 

May plans to build a model which 
will be tested on the Elbe river near 
Dresden, capital of ony. If tests 
prove successful, e engineer will 
seek to interest stearrrhip companies 
in his project. 

Unlike the ordinary liner which 
has propellers at the stern only, 
May’s ship will have nine points of 
propulsion. These are’ the nine 
spouts located at the sides and stern.

Merchant Marine Increased 12.5 Per 
Cent. During Three Months 

Germany alone increased her pro- 
duction of merchant ships during the 
three months ending Sept. 30, Lloyd's 
register of shipping reports, while 
world production of ships of 100 
gross tons and upward showed a 6% 
per cent. decline. 

The report, which the agency says 
covers all maritime countries except 
Russia, on which no authentic re- 
ports are available, cites the increase 
\or Germany of approximately 12.5 
per cent. compared with decreases of 
about five per cent. for Great Britain 
and Ireland and nearly 35 per cent. 
for the United States.

Advances In Surgery 


New Knowledge Adds To The Aver- 
age. Man’s Life Expectancy 

Advances in medicine and surgery, 
estimated by some of the leading 
members of the profession to have 
added about 15 per cent. to the aver- 
age man’s life expectancy, were out- 
lined at Detroit to the members of 
the Interstate Post-Graduate Medical 
Association of North America. 

In a huge auditorium converted 
into an operating theatre, American 
and Canadian specialists lectured 
hundreds of doctors assembled for 
the annual post-graduate study. 

Elimination of childhood fears and 
worries, especially over such things 
as sex problems, was suggested by 
Dr. Clarence B, Farrar, professor of 
psychiatry at the University of Tor- 
onto, as an early precaution against 
the development of “morbid mental 
states,” 

Dr. James H. Means, Jackson pro- 
fessor of clinical medicine at Harvard 
University, conducting a clinic on the 
diseases of the “hyroid gland, said 
the so-called goitre belts of the 
United States could be ‘traced geo- 
logically to the action of glacial lakes 
draining the iodine out of the soil in 
certain sections. The Great Lakes 
area and the northwest, he said, con-

Telephone Detects Burglars 


Automatically Rings Police Station 
And Calls For Help 

A telephone that “sees” burglars, 
rings the police station and calls for 
help while the family sleeps, was 
demonstrated to telephone men in 
Chicago. 4 

Without so niuch as a human fin- 
ger to guide the dial or lift the re- 
ceiver, the ‘phone has the cops on 
the wire as soon ‘as the intruder is 
inthe house—and the thief is none 
the wiser, Ae 

“This is an emergency call,” the 
electric watchdog says, When the 
police pick up their receiver. ‘There 
are burglars in John Jones’ house at 
150 West Main street.” 

In case the police shouldn't get it 
at first, the voice repeats the mes- 
sage a couple of times. Then it 
hangs up, and calls another number— 
whoever the householder thinks ought 
to know about it. 

As explaine to the annual con- 
vention of the U.S. Independent Tele- 
phone Association by Henry Herig, 
electrical engineer of Shorthills, N.J., 
the magic ‘phone works like this: 

A photo-electric cell apparatus is 
hidden in the wall along with a com- 
bination telephone set and sound re- 
producing device. A series of little 
mirrors, imperceptible to the unwary 
because they are only two square 
inches in size, are placed at strategic 
spots in the house. The family goes 
to bed, and turns on the apparatus. 

A burglar enters, passes one of the 
mirrors, and intercepts an infra-red 
ray. Automatically, the phone starts 
dialing the police number and a 
phonograph record says its piece. 

The phone works just as well as 
a fire alarm. When smoke intercepts 
the invisible ray, the phone calls the 
fire department.

And Was Not Blind 

A familiar figure thorughout the 
cities and vilages of Portugal was a 
certain beggar. . He was blind, he 
said, and had no money in the world. 
Now this beggar has been arrested

New Air Weapon 
Huge Bombers Submitted To United 
States Army For Approval 

A new Vultee observation bomber, 
described by experienced aviation 
men as “the most powerful air 
weapon ever devised,” has completed 
secret factory tests and will be sub- 
mitted to the United States arnty for 
approval. : 

Perhaps the most striking develop- 
ment of the 850-horsepower bomber, 
which can fly at 250 miles an hour 
fully loaded, is its canopy of shatter- 
proof glass, which permits unobscur- 
ed vision and preserves low air resist- 
ance. 

The bomber is equipped with one 
traversible and four fixed machine 
guns: Alternate armament can be 
one 1,100-pound bomb, or 24 bombs 
of 100 pounds each.

Recipes 


Some recipes are so. good that no 
thought is given to changing them 
and each year they taste better, 
Pickled Beets, Mustard Relish, Celery 
Pickle, and Pear Jam all come from 
Grandmother’s cook book, while 
Jewel Jam, Carrot Ketchup are quite 
new and unusual. The following re- 
cipes were prepared and tested by 
Miss Edith L. Elliot, Fruit Branch, 
Dominion Department of <Agricul- 
ture. 
istaa wate Pickled Beets 

Wash beets. Cut off tops leaving 
about oné inch of stems to prevent 
bleeding. Cook until tender. Remove 
skins and if beets are small leave 
whole, but if large, cut ‘in slices. 
Pack in a crock or in jars and in 
each jar put one tablespoon of 
horseradish. Pour over them a pic- 
kle mixture using one cup. vinegar, 
% cup water, % cup sugar, one tea- 
spoonful salt, boil fogether and pour 
over beets. 

Mustard Relish 

1 small cabbage;.6 large inons; 1 
head éelery; 1 large cauliflower; 12 
green tomatoes; 3 green peppers; 3 
red peppers; 12 apples. 

Put all through the mincer, add 2 
cups sugar, 2 quarts vinegar, 1 table- 
spoon tumeric, 4 lb. mustard, 1 tea- 
spoon curry powder, 2 tablespoons 
salt, 2 tablespoons white pepper, 2 
tablespoons celery seed. Mix well 
and cook ten minutes, bottle while 
hot. 

Celery Pickle 

Six heads celery, 2, onions, put 
through mincer. Add 1 cup brown 
sugar, % lb. mustard, 2 tablespoons 
salt, 1 tablespoon pepper, 2 quarts 
vinegar, %% teaspoon tumeric. Mix 
and simmer slowly 1% hours. Bot- 
tle while hot. 

Pear Jam 

10 cups coarsely chopped pears; 
5 cups sugar; % cup chopped pre- 
served ginger with syrup. Boil all 
together until thick and clear. 

Jewel_ Jam 

Four., cups, chopped. quinces; 4 
cups chopped’ apples; 2 cups cran- 
berries; 2 cups water. 

Cook cranberries with water and 
skins. and cores of apples. Drain 
through a. jelly bag and to the juice 
add chopped apples and = quinces. 
Cook five minutes, add five cups 
sugar. Cook until thick and clear. 

Carrot Ketchup 

Four cups chopped carrots; 1 
green pepper chopped finely; 1 on- 
ion chopped finely; 1 cup chopped 
celery. 

Two cups vinegar, % cup sugar, 
2 teaspoons salt, %4% teaspoon pap- 
rika. Cook until thik ck, press through 
a fruit press or onares Sieve, reheat

RHUBARB FOR WINTER | 
(Experimental Farm Note) 
Fresh, crisp, pink rhubarb can be 
had during the winter months if the 
plans are made now ,to_ provide 
roots for forcing. The root sys- 
tem of this plant is a storehouse in 
which the necessary food has been 
stored and when given the requir- 
ed check and rest period, will pro- 
duce an abundance of leaf stalks. 
First arrange for crowns that 
have been in a plantation for at 
least two years or until they are 
well developed.

The crowns or roots being given 
the required period of dormancy are 
then brought into a dark cellar, 
where the temperature can be main- 
tained at 50 degrées F., placed on 
the cellar floor and covered with 
soil, sand or cinders. The soil, sand 
or cinders hold the moisture around 
the roots. Another very good way 
is to place one large crown in a 
bushel hamper or box, packing soil 
around it to hold the moisture. 
Where several roots or crowns are 
to be used they can each be placed 
in a hamper or box. This method is 
very convenient for handling, where 
small numbers af roots are to be 
forced. In commercial forcing, the 
roots are placed as closely together 
as possible, on the forcing house 
floor or under greenhouse benches, 
and soil, sand or cinders placed 
around them. Water is applied em 
required. 


To give continuity of harvest ‘he 
roots or crowns should be brought 
into the forcing cellar at intervals of 
two weeks apart. It usually _re- 
quires around three weeks ‘to a 
month for thé crop to be ready for 
pulling. If the roots are to be used 
for planting out again in the follow- 
ing Spring, it is.unwise to remove 
more than five pullings. 
fifth, pulling the crowns should 
put-outside and allowed to freeze 
up again. 

For forcing purposes it is unwise 
to use poor quality varieties, al- 
though some growers use seedlings. 
To obtain an even and uniform 
product, Ruby, MacDonald or Vic- 
toria will be found quite  satisfact- 
ory, but where large stalked rhu- 
barb is desired the Sutton variety

CANADIAN FACTORY CHEESE 

According to the Dominon Bur- 
eau of Statistics, the production of 
factory cheese in Canada in 1934 
totalled 99,346,637 pounds, valued at 
$9,797,398, reaching both for quanti- 
ty and for value the lowest point 
recorded during the present century. 
Compared with 1933 there was a de- 
crease in quantity of 11,799,865 lbs., 
or 11 per cent, and a decrease in

Of that number, there are 96 motor 
cars, four motor trucks and 28 dogs 
stationed in Saskatchewan. 

The force also operates 11 cruisers 
and eight patrol boats in preventive 
services on the eastern and western 
coasts. 


Palm Tree Transplanted 


Weighed Thirty Tons And Was

Port Director Brennan of San 
Diego wanted a palm in the centre 
of the wide intersection at the foot 
of Broadway and the Embarcadero, 
to divide traffic.

Grain Board’s Report Show 17 Per 
Cent. Graded As Rusted 
Some indication of , the damage 
calused by rust to western wheat is 
given in the report of the statistics 
branch of the board of grain commis- 
sidners on the movement of western 
Canadian grain for September. Ap- 
proximately 17 per cent. is graded 
as\ “rusted.” Improvement in exports 
of wheat is foreshadowed. The re- 

port follows: 
/The export movement of Canadian 
grain to overseas destinations has 
n slow indeed during the first two 
wonths of the crop year. There are, 
however, abundant indications of a 
substantial improvement developing. 
‘Now that the movement from 


country points is in full swing, a bet- 


ter idea of the effect upon this year’s 
crop of rust and unfavorable climatic 
conditions is obtainable. Using the 
inspection returns for the first nine 
days of October as a basis of calcula- 
tién, 17 per cent .of cars of bread 
wheats graded into the “special” 
(rusted) wheat grades and feed, 14 
per cent. graded number 5 and 6 and 
48 per cent. 3 northern and better. 
The heavy increase in the proportion 
of light-we‘ght grain is reflected in 
the lower average weight per carload 
unloaded .‘at the. terminals, 1,474 
bushels in September as compared 
with 1,518 bushels a year ago.

The vast network of 
railways are indicated in the custom- 
ary black, while lakes and ‘rivers ap- 
pear in the light blue that is gen- 
erally used to signify water areas. A 
very important feature of the map is 
the information provided regarding 
highways, which includes: both the 
route numbers and the type of road. 

Copies of the new map may be ob- 
tained at 25 cents each by applying 
to the Surveyor General, Department 
of the Interior, at Ottawa, or from 
the Department of Natural Resources, 
Regina.

hazard does not forbid it, the best 
system is a wood-burning fireplace 
under a galyanized-iron tank. The 
fireplace may be made of cement- 
concrete walls lohg enough and wide 
enough to support the metal tank in 
which the water is to be warmed. It 
is convenient to have -the fireplace 
about twenty inches deep and to have 
a hinged iron door at the south or 
west end of it, with a four-foot brick 
chimney.at the opposite end. Do not 
stick a stove-p'pe length in this 
chimney to increase the draft. It 
will invalidate the fire insurance on 
any building situated with'n 60 feet 
unless the fact is reported to the in- 
surance company and a much higher 
premium paid. Many companies de- 
cline to accept insurance where a 
metal chimney flue is used. The in- 
surance agent raised no demur when 
the writer proposed a concrete fire- 
place with a brick chimney but 
warned against increasing the height 
by using a single length of stove 
pipe. 

Flush with the top face of the 
wall, a few cross bars of iron may 
be embedded to support the bottom 
of the tank. It is also well to have 
a sheet or two of old iron underneath 
the metal tank to protect its bot- 
tom,.and éspecially its seams, from 
the direct blaze of the fire beneath. 

Draft may be improved and heat 
economized by banking with earth, 
except at the fireplace door, and 
along the side from which the ani- 
mals are to drink. Some protection 
may ,e provided even there. 

Old fence posts, old poles or lum- 
ber, knotty wood or willow roots 
grubbed from the breaking make 
cheap fuel fo> such a fireplace and 
usually one or two fires a day will 
suffice. 


Geological Survey Work 


Large Areas In West Are Found 
Favorable To Prospecting 

Large areas of territory favorable 
to prospecting have been brought to 
light as a result of this season’s geo- 
logical survey work which sent 188 
parties to the field in 65 projects 
financed by $1,000,000 provided un- 
der the supplementary public works 
act. , 

The surveys found territory suit- 
‘able to prospecting for gold and at 
least one promising silver area. Those 
geologists who have already returned 
from the field are busy preparing 
their reports which will be made 
available to prospectors next year. 

’ Surveys in one area of the north- 
west territories revealed about 2,900 
square miles of good prospecting 
ground for precious metal deposits 
and one occurrence showing free gold 
was staked by prospectors in the 
wake of one of the government 
parties. 

One of the Manitoba projects re- 
ported it had mapped 200 square 
miles of favorable gold prospecting 
ground. Some prospecting areas were 
found in Northern Saskatchewan, 
while a British Columbia party found 
tests should be made of tertiary 
gold-bearing gravels overlooked in 
the early placermining days when 
the district yielded rich rewards. 

In an area west of Lake Superior 
copper-nickel mineralization of the 
Sudbury type was found. Sporadic 
outcroppings, not yet proved of 
economic significance, occur over 4 
distance of 14 miles. Three hundred 
square miles in the same district 
were found favorable to occurrence of 
silver, ’ 


Old Test Was Accurate 


Grandma Knew How To Tell When 
Linen Was Linen _ 

Grandma knew! When she wet 
her index finger, thrust it into a 
fabric, and peered anxiously at the 
result, she wasn’t just being per- 
nickity. She was utilizing what is 
still—even in this age of complex 
testing devices—one of the most 
effective ways for determining 
whether material is cotton or linen. 

The finger test is effective, J. A. 
Nary, chief of the U. S. testing com- 
pany’s laboratory in the merchandise 
mart at Chicago, explained, because 
linen absorbs water more rapidly 
than cotton. Thus when water is 
placed on a mixture—cotton threads 
running one way, linen crosswise—it 
forms a oblong spot instead of the 
circular one characteristic of pure 
linen. 

In all cotton the spot will, be cir- 
cular, too, but the water will remain 
on the surface a long time before 
being absorbed. 


United States Butter

portation of butter by the United 
‘States in the next year, says a des- 
patch from Washington. 

“I’m speaking on a percentage 
basis, of course,” Wallace said. “You 
can talk about so many thousands of 
pounds coming in and make it sound 
imposing, but as a percentage of the 
total it won’t be important.” 

The statement was his answer to 
a@ press conference inquiry as to 
whether he belitved an increased 
tariff on butter, suah as had been 
suggested by a New York group, 
would be justified.

Stores Are Proposed 

Initial plans to give Winnipeg & 
new 12-storey hotel, a theatre, 15 
stores anda bus terminal on a 
triangular piece of property in the 
business section of the city were 
laid before the civic public improve- 
ments committee.

_ Crisis In World Trade 


Startling Discovery Is Advanced By 

: Scientist 

The earth is encircled by a vast 
belt of fiery furnace at least 1,000 
degrees centigrade hot, the existence 
of which has hitherto been unknown 
to science. 

Th's startling discovery is announc- 
ed in the current issue of ‘Nature” 
by Professor EB. V. Appleton, head 
physicist of King's College, London, 
and chairman of the British : 


Heat Wave Surrounds Earth | 


Research Board. 

The existence of the belt could 
never haye been found in strato- 
sphere attempts for according to Pro- 
fessor Appleton it does not occur 
until between 150 and 200 miles from 
the surface of the earth. 

The d'scovery haa revealed that 
the atmosphere, instead of getting 
colder the farther one travels from 
the earth’s surface, actually becomes 
hotter and hotter after the first seven 
miles. 

This was deduced by sending ex- 
perimental wireless waves into the 
atmosphere. Professor Appleton 
found that about 150 miles from the 
earth they were reflected back robbed 
of vital properties. He thought this 
was due to the waves striking a 
layer of intense heat and further ex- 
periments confirmed this belief. 

The effect of the existence of this 
“furnace belt” is believed to consti- 
tute a serious. obstacle in the use of 
microwaves (wireless waves under 
six metres) which it was hoped could 
be harnessed to travel round the 
world more cheaply and more effici- 
ently than. short and long waves 
used to-day. Short and long waves 
do not expand sufficiently into the 
atmosphere to touch the heat belt 
whereas microwaves do. 

.An example of this was described 
to me by Mr. F. O. Brown, principal 
of the Department of Scientific Re- 
search, who made a recent experi- 
ment in conjunction with Professor 
Appleton. Microwaves sent out from 
the east of London were traced to 
King’s College after rebounding be- 
tween the fire layer and London 
streets three times on the way. Each 
time they return to earth, the waves 
were weaker in vital properties so 
that after reception at King’s Col- 
lege, they were not strong enough to 
continue their journey. 

Existence of the heat belt has also 
proved finally that man with. his 
present materials will never be able 
to construct a craft to fly or be shot 
towards the moon. No known ma- 
chinery could function in heat of 
1,000 degrees’ centigrade. 


An International Highway 


Motor Road Across Europe Would 
Promote Better Relations 

The international touring confer- 
ence in Budapest at the invitation of 
the Hungarian governmet was opened 
by M. Winchkler, the Hungarian 
minister of commerce and communi- 
cations, 

Nine countries, Belgium, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary) Jugoslavia, Rou- 
mania, Bulgaria, and Turkey, were 
represented by government delegates. 
These countries are particularly con- 
cerned in the discussion of questions 
connected with the building of the 
trans-continental motor highway 
from London to Constantinople. Be- 
sides these official delegates, 75 rep- 
resentatives of national touring and 
motoring clubs attended the confer- 
ence..

M. Winchkler emphasized the im- 
portance of the _ trans-continental 
highway in promoting economic in- 
tercourse and neighborly relations 
among the nations of Europe. Hun- 
gary, he said, had long recognized 
this, and had done her best, in spite 
of unfavorable financial conditions, to 
fulfill her own task of building the 
Hungarian part of the trans-conti-

“Physician, heal thyself!” Well 
might that mocking cry epitomize 
the advice of economic experts of the 
league on how to cure the crisis in 
world trade, says a report from Gen- 
eva, 

Everywhere doctors — individuals 
and govenments—are at work. They 
are employing purely national reme- 
dies for the disease, “The doctors 
have not yet been able to agrec,” a 
report of the league's economic com- 
mittee comments in tone of disap? 
pointed reproof, “and it has so far 
been imporsible to attack the disease 
in the proper way—i.e., internation- 
ally. 

“Accordingly, the malady from 
which the world is now suffering is 
no longer entirely the crisis but 
rather the inability of the countries 
to co-ordinate their several efforts to 
emerge from the crisis. This in- 
ability to emerge from the crisis is 
a result of the paralysis of the inter- 
national circulation, the regular oper- 
ation of which is indispensable to the 
welfare of the civilized nations.” 

The sixteenth assembly of the 
league, representing 54 nations, gave 
its blessing to free . international 
trade. The secretary of state for the 
United States sent a telegram of ap- 
proval. Recovery of trade, the as- 
sembly resolution held, would be as- 
sisted by the conclusion by as many 
countries as possible, of bilateral 
agreements having for their object 
the application of a more liberal 
economic policy. The resolution held 
further that the beneficial effects 
would be more widespread when 
based on the principle of the most- 
favored-nation clause. Agricultural 
experts are, in addition, to be con- 
sulted with a view to finding a 
world solution for agricultural de- 
pression, 

And documents submitted present 
a revealing picture of a world where 
doctors went wrong. Two facts 
emerge. The first is the steady and 
very substantial recovery in raw ma- 
terial production and _ industrial 
activity. The second is the almost 


complete stagnation of international 
trade. 


Canada To Gulf Shelter Belt 


125 Miles Of Planting Finished In 
Six States 

A start has been made on the great 
Canada-to-the-Gulf shelter belt about 
which so much was said and written 
a@ year ago, according to an announce- 
ment in the Forestry News Digest 
published by the American Tree As- 
sociation, Washington, D.C. 

Paul H. Roberts, acting director 
at Lincoln, Neb., says in the Digest 
that 125 miles of shelterbelt plant- 


‘lings have been completed in the six 


states traversed by the zone. An 
additional 5,117 acres of special tree 
plantings on 1,926 farms have. been 
completed. This later planting was 
made in co-operation with farmers. 

On the 649 acres of land now under 
lease for nursery purposes, seeding 
is being rapidly completed, and a 
number of the species are up. Bar- 
ring extreme weather conditions or 
unforeseen insect infestations, it is 
expected about 75,000,000 seedlings 
will be produced. 

North Dakota, with 36 miles of 
strip plantings has the largest mile- 
age. South Dakota with 28, and 
Kansas with 24, are close contenders, 
The mileage planted this year was 
very largely restricted by the amount 
of suitable nursery stock available, 
both as to age and variety of trees. 

Tr- wide climatic conditions en- 
countered throughout the shelter- 
belt zone, make it necessary to grow 
a variety of trees to meet this range 
of conditions. Each-state must plant 
to meet is own particular needs.
